NLM RECEIVES GIFT FROM FRIENDS 


As a last official act in disbandment of the Friends of the Armed 
Forces Medical Library (see NEWS, November 1956), the Executive 
Committee has presented to the National Library of Medicine a check 
for $767.35. In making this gift the Executive Committee addressed 
the Director as follows: 


",..It is our desire that these funds be used in the best interests 
of the National Library of Medicine, in whatever manner and for what- 
ever purpose the Director of the National Library of Medicine may 
deem appropriate. It is our particular wish that these funds be used 
primarily, but not exclusively, in providing some of the amenities of 
institutional living with which an institution of the stature of the Nation- 
al Library of Medicine ought to be provided. By amenities of institu- 
tional living we mean, for example, institutional Christmas cards, re- 
ceptions and teas for visiting groups of librarians, luncheons for dis- 
tinguished visitors, and other similar activities for which appropriated 
funds are not available. We believe that this small fund donated by the 
Friends of the Armed Forces Medical Library can be used to good ef- 
fect if it is devoted to such activities. 

"In dissolving the Friends of the Armed Forces Medical Library 
as an organized group, we believe we speak for the entire membership 
in saying that we shall always, individually, remain friends of the Na- 
tional Library of Medicine, and are confident that it will continue to 
play an increasingly important rdéle in the advancement of the medical 
sciences." 
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The Director acknowledged receipt of this gift as follows (in part): 


",,.All of us here at the Library are most grateful for this kind 
gesture, and we are sure that we will find good uses to which this gift 
may be put. The needs of the Library are many and varied, and the 
availability of this fund will make possible many things which otherwise 
would lie beyond our power. 

"In receiving this gift we would like to acknowledge, particularly, 
our great debt to the Friends, individually and collectively, who have 
given us such unfailing support over the critical period of the last four 
years. We are sure that the members of the Friends can take great 
satisfaction in the thought that they rendered help during this time of 
transformation of the Library into a truly national agency, and we share 
your hope -- indeed we have the conviction -- that the Friends will re- 
main friends of the National Library of Medicine as we embark ona 
great new phase of this important venture." 


FINAL ACCOUNTING, FRIENDS OF THE AFML 


In May 1952, when the Army Medical Library became the Armed 
Forces Medical Library, the Association of Honorary Consultants to 
the Army Medical Library, Incorporated, was dissolved (see NEWS, 
June 1952). Subsequently, in October 1952, a new organization, the 
FRIENDS OF THE ARMED FORCES MEDICAL LIBRARY, was estab- 
lished (NEWS, November 1952). Funds remaining in the treasury of 
the Honorary Consultants Association in the amount of $ 647.37 were 
transferred to the treasury of the Friends. During the four years of 
the existence of the Friends Dr. Robert M. Stecher of Cleveland and
